Beef Steady. 


Prices of cattle have undergone but little 
change of late in any direction, and are 
ruling firm all around. In this State a 
large proportion of the fat oxen have 
already gone forward to market, though 
some pairs are still at work on the farms 
that will be offered afew days later, after 
the spring’s work is fully finished up. So 
far as this class of stock is concerned, the 
question of greatest interest now is whether 
these better prices for beef are to continue. 

‘There is no one thing connected with the 
agriculture of the State that would inspire 
our farmers with so much of courage in 
their business, and awaken them toso great 
activity in their operations, as an assurance 
of certainty that good and paying prices 
for beef cattle may be safely and surely 
relied upon for the future. This matter of 
the value of beef cattle bas a far wider 
range with us than the price of oxen and 
steers. ‘There are many cattle outside of 
oxen whose final end is beef, and their 
valuc, as well as that of oxen, is an impor- 
tant factor with the stock raiser. The 
almost worthless value of cuw beef which 
has prevailed during these years of low 
priced beef has been a serious drawback to 
the dairywan, and has largely aftectéd the 
protits of his business. Heifers raised to 
replenish the dairy in many cases fail to 
meet the requirements, and if of little value 
for meat, give small returns for the raising. 
Thus does this question of beef values 
atlect everything standing on a hoof. Soa 
permanent return to prices that offer in- 
ducements to eftort would give courage to 
farmers all along the line, and spur them 
on to an activity that would give life to all 


branches of farming. 
The all-important question now is 


, 
whether this advance is to prove perma- 
nent. On this point there is every evidence 
that it will. ‘True, there was a slight set- 
back in the Boston market last week, but it 
was ouly slight, and may be looked upon 
48 no more of a fluctuation than is likely to 
occur at any time. So, too, it is likely to 
occur, as is frequently the case, that the 
light grass beef of summer may not sus- 
tain full winter prices. But behind all this 
is the fact that cannot be questioned, that 
the looked for—we might as well say, 
hoped for—shortage of supply is upon us, 
4s is proven by the fact that the advance of 
thirty-three per cent. in price has failed to 
draw out increased numbers. On the top 
of these better prices, during the first 
twelve days of the present month, the re- 
ceipts at Chicago fell 20,000 short of the 
Same time one year ago, and the decrease 
since January 1, the time when this shrink- 
age of supply first began to appear, has 


reached a full 180,000 head. 


Beef supply, unlike crop production, can- 
hot go up and down with the season. It 
takes a year to breed a calf, and three 
years to grow a butcher’s beef from it, and 
available supply cannot be affected to any 
extent in less time at least. In fact, even a 
longer time than this is involved in the 
Circuit. A short supply means a decrease 
in the breeding stock. To increase the 
oumbers of stock raised, there must first be 
4n increase of cows to breed it from. This 
again calls for time, and cannot in any 
Possible way be otherwise met. So the 
Wave of supply cannot ebb and flow in less 
time than a decade. So that the fact of 
shortage having been established, the cer- 
tainty that it must continue for a consider- 
able number of years follows as a sequence. 

To what extent these better prices may 
8° on before a turn in the tide will be 
reached is an uncertain problem, of course ;

Maine farmers should 
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Tamworth Pigs, 

Some weeks ago we mentioned the very 
acceptable gift to the State Experiment 
Station of a pair of Tamworth pigs, from 
Mr. J. M. Sears of Southbore, Mass. As 
this isa breed of pigs of which but little 
has been said or written of late years, and, 
therefore, but little of which has been 
known by our readers, we here refer to 
them more at length than in the brief 
mention made in the paragraph referred to. 
It is a fact well known to those who 
handle pork products, as well as to those 
who eat pork, that modern swine breeding 
has been directed chiefly to the production 
of fat. To such an extent has this been 
carried that of late a model pig has become 
little else than an animated lard barrel. 
Meanwhile, however, pork eaters have 
learned that something besides fat is de- 
sirable when the meat is wanted for food 
use. This is especially true as regards 
bacon. More lean is wanted in proportion 
to the fat. Of late afew breeders have 
taken note of this fact, and have gone to 
work to secureit. Mr. Sears, who has fur- 
nished the station with these Tamworth 
pigs, is one of these. 

The Tamworth breed of hogs is an old 
English breed characterized by the large 
proportion of lean meat to the fat in its 
make-up. It has of late been overlooked in 
the effort to breed for fat, hence has seldom 
been mentioned or heard of. Mr. Sears has 
called public attention to the breed by his 
importations, and stijl others now have 
them under trial. Prof. Jordan purposes 
to put them on trial along with other 
breeds, und at the same time test their 
merits for the special characteristics 
claimed for them. They are medium in 
size, light in the shoulder, deep-sided, and 
rather flat as compared with the modern 
models, and “red” in color. Their recom- 
mendation is that they are unlike the 
rounded balls of fat that have been furnish- 
ing us our models. 

Grub in the Head. 

It is not uncommon that sheep in the late 
winter and spring are affected by what is 
familiarly known as ‘“‘grub inthe head.” 
The common symptoms are a dulness in 
their appearance, the holding of the head 
in an unnatural position, swinging it from 
side to side, ard up and down, and 
finally throwing it to one side and holding 
it in that position till death. The trouble 
is quite as likely to make its appearance 
among the best sbeep in the flock. ‘The in- 
jection of spirits of turpentine into the nos- 
trils has been the harsh treatment recom- 
mended by some. The Sheep-Breeder rec- 
ommends the following : 

‘Mix turpentine and Jinseed oil, equal 
parts; getacommon bulb syringe witha 
nozzle six inches long; work it up very 
carefully to the extreme upper end of the 
nasal cavity (it will go up nearly six inches 
in a grown sheep), then squirt up in each 
nostril a teaspoonful. Repeat daily for 
three or four days.” 








The Agricultural Department at 
the State House. 


The Secretary of the Board of Agricul 
ture has set about the work in earnest, of 
making his office a bureau of information 
in agricultural progress. On the tables in 
the rooms of the board at the State House, 
are being collected files of all the standard 
publications of the day relating to agri- 
cultural and horticultural affairs, and these 
are kept open to the public and ready for 
reference, where any one engaged in grow- 
ing and cropping, breeding or feeding any 
line of stock may there find the best 
authorities in the country on any branch 
of their business desired. These are only a 
beginnieg of the many important features 
in contemplation, to be added to what is in- 
tended to be an agricultural department in 





The Massachusetts Board of Health has 
taken an important step in forbidding the 
sale of canned peas and other vegetables 
colored with copper for the purpose of 
giving them an attractive appearance. It 
is presumed the public who purchase such 
vegetables are ignorant of the fact of any 
treatmeat of a poisonous nature. The fol- 
lowing circular has been issued to the 
grocery and provision dealers who have 
such articles in stock: 

CuNMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS, | 

Office of State Board of Health. 

You are hereby informed that a s»mple 
of marked ,Tecently purchased 
at your place of business, was found on 
analysis not to conform to the require- 
ments of the statutes. You are respect- 
fully warned that a repetition of its sale 
will render you liable to prosecution 
according to law. 

In the opinion of the board, the sale of 
articles of food containing such well known 
poisonous substances as the salts of copper, 
is a violation of the Statutes relating to the 
Inspection of Food and Drugs. 

The provision of the statutes specially 
referred to is the following: 

[Chapter of the Acts of 1882. Section 3 } 

“An article shall be deemed to be adul- 
terated within the meaning of this act,—in 
the case of food—(6) if it is colored, coated, 
polished or powdered, whereby damage is 
concealed, or if it is made to appear better 
or of greater value than it really is; (7) if 
it contains any added poisonous ingredient, 
or any ingredient which may render it in- 
jurious to the health of a person consum- 
ing it.” Respectfully yours,

This will prevent the hitherto large sale 
of French canned peas, asparagus, beans, 
etc., which have been sold iu large quanti- 
ties, their attractive appearance, when 
colored with copper, giving them ready 
sale, it is said, even at the season when 
fresh, green peas from the garden are in 
season. 

There was a time, not long ago, when it 
was the fashion to color cucumber pickles 
with copper, but this custom does not pre- 
vail at present. 











Professor Huxley on Agricultural 
Education. 





In the course of a paper on “Technical 
Education,” read before the Easingwold 
Chamber of Agriculture, the essayist read 
the following letter received in reply toa 
request for his opinions on agricultural ed- 
ucation : 

“] am afraid that ~, opinion upon the 
subject of your inquiry is worth very little, 
my ignorance of practical agriculture being 
profound. However, there are some gen- 
eral —_ which apply to all technical 
training. The first of these, I think, is that 
—_ is to be learned only by practice. 

he farmer must be made by thorough 
farm work. I believe I might be able to 
give you a fair account of a bean plant, 
and of the manner and condition of its 
growth; but if I were to try to raise a cro 
of beans, — club would probably toe 
consumedly at the result. Nevertheless, I 
believe that you practical people would be 
all the better for the scientific knowledge 
which does not enable me to grow beans. 
It would keep you from attempting hope- 
less experiments, and would enable you to 
take advantage of the innumerable hints 
which Dame Nature gives to people who 
live in direct contact with things. And 
this leads me to the general principle which 
I think applies to all technical teaching of 
school boys and school girls, and that is 
that they should be led from the observa- 
tion of the commonest facts to

Death of Lawson Valentine. 





The following obituary notice of one in 
whom many of our readers felt a deep in- 
terest, was prepared for the Country Gentle- 
man by one, as the initials show, who was 
intimately connected with the Houghton 
Farm experiments, having served as its 
Director for several years: 

“Lawson Valentine died suddenly on 
the 5th inst., at bis home, Houghton Farm, 
Orange County, N. Y. 

Mr. Valentiue was born and reared in the 
city, and for nearly half a century has been 
actively and successfully engaged in 
city manufacturing. In bueiness circles he 
was best known in connection with the 
highest grades of varnishes, snd the intro- 
duction of its unexcelled products in all 
the markets of the world. He was, be- 
sides, a man f strong literary tastes, with 
a fondness for journalism, or rather pub- 
lishing, which led him to become largely 


interested in the Riverside Press and the! 


Atlantic Monthly (being the ‘company’ of 


Hougbron, Mifflin & Co.,—the Christian | 

Union (which he had practically owned ; 

for years), Land and Home, the American | 

Agricu'turist, the Rural New Yorker, and} 
© 


the American Garden. 


Devoted to business during its hours and 


seasons, Mr. Valentine’s special delight, 
when off duty, was to be in the country. 
He loved rural life deeply, and greatiy ad- 
mired all the works of nature. Every rock 
and stream, every plant and animal, was 
full of interest to him, and it was hard to 
tell whether he loved them most in their 
most natural forms, or when improved by 
the hand of man. One of his strongest 
and life-long attributes, was a profound 
admiration and respect for the occupation 
of farming. Recognizing in this the great- 
est and all-important industry of the 
country, he believed that its advance should 
keep pace with the other industries, and it 
was Lis ambition todo something for the 
progress of American agriculture. He ad- 
mired the tiller of the soil and grower of 
crops, and the skilful breeder. While 
knowing little of the details of their busi- 
ness, he recognized in a general way the 
difficulties with which they contended, and 
longed to assist them in their work. 

Looking at the subject in the broadest 
way, and with a truly philanthropic spirit, 
he declared in early wanhood his intention, 
when abie, of making his home on a farm, 
where the fundamental principles of agri- 
culture could be systematically studied and 
practical illustration given of the appiica- 
tion of science to farming. Later, as he 
thought and planned, he was encouraged 
by what he read of the work of Licbig, 
Boussingault, Mechi, Lawes, Woifl, and the 
German ‘Stations,’ and in a somewhat 
vague way he determined to found ‘an 
American Rothamsted.’ 

With this view, Mr. Valentine purchased, 
sixteen years ago, about five hundred acres 
of land in the Schunemunk Valley, near 
Mountainville, Orange Co., N. Y., and 
wishing to dis-associate bis new enterprise 
entirely from his active business life and 
reputation, he gave the farm his wife's 
maiden name. Subsequent purchases and 
leases increased the hoiding, at one time, to 
a thousand acres in a body. But a small 
part of this was cultivated; the purpose 
was to control the neighbouring wood and 
water, secure extensive mountain pasture, 
and surround the farm proper, lying in the 
valley, with natural scenery of rare beauty. 
The latter was a never-ceasing source of 
enjoyment to the owner, and the hosts of 
friends and visitors were always welcome 
to the place. 

Houghton Farm was fora few years of 
public interest, agriculturally, and prom- 
ised to be of some importance. ‘There were 
then but half a dozen experiment stations 
in the country, and the fact that one pub- 
lic spirited citizen had instituted in America 
a work similar to that of Lawes & Gilbert 
in England, was worthy of attention. 
Once fully enlisted, Mr. Valentine treated 
the farm with his characteristic generosity. 
In organization, building, live stock, gen- 
eral equipment and land improvements, ex- 
penditures were liberal, and nothing witb- 
held which promised to add efficiency. If 
there was a fault, it was in too lavish out- 
lay, and undertaking too much at the out- 
set. The proprietor was a man of large 
ideas, unbounded generosity, and the in- 
domitable energy of Yankee business, 
which could not well tolerate delay. 
When the first general manager of the es- 
tate assumed his duties and asked instruc- 
tions, all he received was an ample bank 
deposit, a check book, and’ a sign tu place 
over the cflice desk, having in big letters 
the single word, ‘Results.’ This became 
the motto and the ambition of Houghton 
Farm. But while impatient, Mr. Valentine 
was kindly so, and showed his feeling 
mainly in words of encouragement, offers 
of help, and ina wonderful inspiration to 
more and better work, which he imparted 
to all associated with him. 

As soon as Houghton Farm became fairly 
organized and equipped, Mr. Valentine pro- 
posed to make it a permanent institution. 
Friends were consulted, trustees selected, 
articles of incorporation filed, the farm 
surveyed, the deed drawn and the scurities 
set apart for the endowment. This trust 
was ‘dedicated to the progress of agricul- 
ture in America,” and embraced property 
scheduled at about $100,000, and well in- 
vested funds ensuring an annual income of 
at least. $20,000. All was in readiness, and 
the time for orgauizing the board and 
making the transfer was set, when sudden- 
iy all bad to be laid aside indefinitely. 
One of those unexpected reverses of fortune 
came, so common to business life. Be- 
ginning with a heavy defalcation by an old 
friend and trusted broker, other disasters 
followed, and Mr. Valentine felt compelled 
to defer his dearest project and again de- 
vote himself absolutely to business, to re- 
cuperate his fortune. The experiment 
work at Houghton Farm was suspended, 
the fine stock dispersed, and the place 
merely held as a summer residence. 

Mr. Valentine was a mau who never for- 
sook a friend, and never abandoned a good 
work once entered upon. His interest in 
agriculture remained unabated, and there 
is no doubt he cherished the hope of re- 
newing the public work of Heughton Farm. 
Perhaps the day was not distant. Recent- 
ly he expressed his purpose of ——- 
the farm, and purchased several fine breed- 
ing horses and afew choice cattle. Only 
afew weeks ago he gave orders to again 
buy a complement of registered Jerseys. 
How soon other steps would have followed 
we cannot tell. 

Always of frail physique, the strain of 
the last few years was too much. A3 a 
friend bas said, ‘his mind and soul were too 
great for his weak body,’ and almost with- 
out premonition the end came, in his sixty- 
fourth year. With the death of Lawson 
Valentine, dies Houghton Farm. Well 
there may be public sorrow, for we have 
lost a true and generous friend of agri- 
culture. H. E£. A.”

Mr. Editor: Some time ago I proposed 
that the farmers of Maine should try sweet 
potatoes, and see whether they will succeed 
in that soil and climate.

} | Plants in any one town will decide that the 
They are not planted like 
jcommon potatoes, but are placed close 
together, and covered in beds of rich soil, 
}and covered with glass frames, like com- 
You make the rows and 
hills, when you transplant them, about as 
wide apart as for common potatoes, and 
make the hills as high or higher as for 
common potatoes, when you hoe them. 
Then pull upasprout from the hot-bed, 
and you will find roots on it, and place but 
The tops do not grow 
up straight, like common potatoes, but run 
over the ground in small vines, sometimes 
five and six feet long. When you want to 
cultivate them with plow, harrow or hoe, 
go between two rows with a pitchfork, 
and move the vines each way; skip the 
next row, and move the vines in another 
space, thus clearing the vines from every 
other space over the whole piece; 
when you have cultivated every other 
space between the vines, you go over the 
patch again, removing the vines from the 
spaces that were left.

When you harvest them, you must be

In our issue three weeks ago we presented 








Messenger Wilkes, who stands at the head 
of the stud at Maple Grove Farm, Auburn. 
This week we take great pleasure in pre- 
senting another equally as good of his 


choicely bred stable companion Rocke- 


feller, a son of the great Electioneer. 


There is no question butin the purchase 
of this colt, the Messrs. Briggs were as 


fortunate, and displayed as much judg- 


ment as in the selection of the Son of Red 


Wilkes. 


Rockefeller was bred at Palo Alto farm, 
foaled in 1884, and his dam was Edith 
Carr, the dam of Campbell’s Electioneer, 
who obtained a three-year-old record of 
2 224g. Edith Carr was by Clark Chief, the 


sire of six in the 2.30 list, the fastest being 
Phallas 2.1334. Rockefeller isa rich seal 
brown, stanas 15-244, and has developed 
into a very handsome horse, with fine head, 


neck, shoulders, back and loins. While 
his limbs may at first glance be thought a 
trifle light, an examination will show that 
they are made of the best material, bard, 
flinty and with plenty of substance. These 
but tell the story of the long line of breed- 
ing which bas proved its worth in each 
generation. That the horse is deservedly 
popular, need not be stated, for the breed- 
ers of Maine are prompt to recognize true 
worth. An inspection of his colts would 
satisfy the most exacting, and it is no 


wonder they are in such demand, for they 


inherit the style and finish of their sire as 


well as his intelligent and nervous dis- 


position, which is the sure indicator of 


speed. In fact not only does the horse 
give evidence that he will in this respect 
prove a worthy son of a worthy sire, but his 
volts are all remarkably choice gaited, and 


with little training prove the power of 
inheritance. ‘The question of the popu- 
larity of the Electioneers is settled beyond 
a doubt, and it only remains for the in- 
dividual son to prove his ability to trot, and 
to transmit the desired qualities in the 
complete horse of to-day, in order for his 


worth to be established. This is what 

Rockefeller has been, and is doing.

Market Demands. 

In a Jate issue it was stated that without 
doubt over one million dollars go out of the 
pockets of Maine farmers, lumbermen, and 
teamsters yearly for what is termed draft 
horses, those weighing from eleven to 
fourteen hundred lbs. This is a market 
entirely distinct from the driving class and 
the point of divergance becomes more 
marked yearly, because with the 


drivers, greater styleand action are required, 
and with the other class greater power to 


lift a load. The two conditions do not ex- 
istin the same animal. If any attempt is 
made to combine there must be a great 
falling away from the standards of either. 
Especially is this the case with the choice 
roadster put to cart service. Nature at 


once begins to conform to the changed 
conditions. Muscles are developed and 


made prominent, which are secondary in 
the roadster. Slower motions are culti- 
valied and soon the horse loses that 


elasticity of action which fitted him for the 


best service on the road. Because these 


things are and will always be, these 
columns have urged a divorce ia breeding, 
in order that the two types may become 
more marked. ‘There are breeds which 
occupy the middle ground, and they are 
valuable, but special reference is here 
made to the gentieman’s roadster, and the 
type of horses being brought in from the 


West. ‘To-day buyers are looking sharply 


about for individual animals of the latter 
class, and paying from $150 to $300 each 
for such as fill the bill, unable to secure 


tbe number desired Why not multiply 


this larger class upon our Maine farms, 
aud check the outgo of so much money’ 


At any rate why not supply the demands 


of the farm itself by growing the colts to 


take the place of the team horses of to-day. 
Surely no farmer will claim that he can 
raise three to five hundred dovilars easier in 


some other way, than he can tugrow a pair of 


these serviceable colts to three or four 
years of age. Iuthe one case the money 
is taken from the farm for an outside pro- 


duct, while in the other the natural pro- 
ducts of the farm are converted into what 
is wanted. It must not be forgotien that | 
a large measure of these home products | 
are not easily turned into cash by the} 


average farmer, and also that in selling 


from the farm we are reducing its fertility.

The outgo of so much treasure from the 
farms and villages must somehow be 
stopped and the only way isto increase 
home productions, or decrease home con- 
sumption. As the latter is not practicable 
in the matter of horses, it follows that a 
larger pumber must be grown. The key to 
the financial situation to-day is to buy less 
and produce more.

{ noticed that there was one link missing to 


complete a happy household. The hus- 


band was a farmer in prosperous circum- 
stances, everything that heart could wish 


except children. When the husband had 


returned from his labor, and we were con- 
versing on various topics, we spoke of the 


children that had been reared in that house, 


I think eleven in number. There were at 
that time three other families, that aver- 
aged twelve to each family, besides others 
from six to eight in number. What a 
change! Now there are ten families in 
that school district; not a scholar to be 
seen, unless they are from other districts. 
A school of tifty scholars or more in former 
times has dwindled down to twelve or fif- 
teen in number. I think there are seven- 
een families in the school district, and the 
larger part are prosperous farmers, who 
hire their help. Most of their sons have 
settled in other States, in business that 
they think will pay better, and more agree- 
ible to their tastes. Somehave gone West, 
with a desire fo gain a competence, so they 
can purchase sume of the good farms at 
rome, Others, of amore ambitious nature, 
will take a collegiate course, and ‘fit them- 
selves for lawyers and doctors; some will 
enter into mercantile business. The young 
and inexperienced often fall short of their 
expectations, 

I think farming is the safest and most in- 
dependent business, if the farmer and his 
wife could exercise strict economy, and feel 
that they have a capital invested, instead 
of spending all they can earn; a little self- 
denial tells in future years. A few dollars 
earned and saved in our young days are 
worth a fortune squandered. If farmers 
and their wives could cast fashion and style 
to the four winds, and not be spendthrifta, 
but save when they are young, and think 
they are working in their young days to 
build up a good home for themselves and 
families (not to over-work), there would be 
less sorrow in old age. I think there are 
many things that people work hard to ob- 
tain that are not for their real comfort. 
We are surrounded with many farmers who 


commenced farming somewhat in debt, 


who have paid off their debts, built build- 
ings, added more acres to their small 
farms, and reared respectable families. 


Others, commencing in a very diflerent 


way, are surrounded with all the comforts 
of life, without any eflort on their part to 
earn anything. ‘They are independent; on 
the top of the hill; want is to be banished 
forever from their door. ‘This is in imagi- 
nation. In a few years, how changed! 
They begin to slide down the hill, harrassed 
with debts on all sides. Their children 
grow up reckless; no thoughts of saving; 
alwavs living for the present. Of course 
farming does not pay. The sons will leave 
for other parts. They do not marry and 
settle on farms, as in former times. It 


costs so much to live they cannot support a 


family. 
So this accounts for our empty farm 


houses; no children, no scholars to fill our 
school houses. In cities and villages it is 
diflerent. I long for the good old times 


when every house was filled with children. 
We would bear their happy shouts and 


laughter, always ready to lend a helping 
hand in the house and on the farm. How 
it would cheer the mother’s heart when she 
started her children for school, with dinner 
pail in band; also when they returned 
home, with books in hand, to get mother 
to assist them in their next day’s lessons.

mixed. Chicago No. 3 yellow corn for 
shipment was oflered early at 6734¢, but 
later was advanced to 68@68'¢c, wiin No. 
2 yellow at 692 per bush. ‘The trading in 
oats was moderate, but prices were quite 
tirm. Clipped on the spot ranged from 56 
@57e, and for shipment at 57@58e per 
bush. No. 2 white on track were quoted 
at 5545 @i6e, and No. 3 white at 5449 @55e 
per busa. No.2 white for shipment were 
generally held at 56¢ per bush. 

MILLFEED. The demand is moderate. 
Sack spring bran sells at $18 75@19, and 
sack winter bran at $20 75@21 per ton. 
Middlings range from $22@24 in sacks. 
Cotton seed meal, to crrive, is offered at 
29 per ton. Canada bran sells slowly at 
$21 per ton. 

PROVISIONS AND PRODUCE. The butter 
market has ruled fairly steady for several 
days and the indications are that fine full 
grass cresmery has touched bottom for the 
present. Several small lots of Northern 
and Western creamery were sold yester- 
day at 20 cents, enough to make that a 
quotation for special brands, but for round 
jots in the open market 19 cents was a full 
selling rate. It was not easy to get bids of 
over 18 cents for carloads of Western, to 
arrive. Owners of Northern seem to be 
determined to hold for 20 cents, as nothing 
less, they claim, will pay them any profit; 
but if the trade here can buy Western at 18 
cents, it will have the preference. Second 
class creamery ruled at 16@17 cents. 
Northern dairy ranged from 15@18 cents, 
as to quality, with a fair demand. The 
jobbing price for fine creamery ranged up 
to 23 cents for small packsges, but grocers 
could buy pretty nice stock at 21@22 
cents. 

Our cheese market is still difficult to 
quote. Dealers are getting 103, @10% cents 
per pound, but if much were put on the 
market, the price would drop to 10 cents. 
‘The egg market has gained more strength, 
and sales of Western extras were made yes- 
terday at 174¢@I18 cents perdozen. Eastern 
were quoted at 18@184¢c, but few sold at 
over 18c. 

In beans there is little or no change. 
Receipts of domestic are light, and choice 
large pea and medium are steady at $2 35 
@$2 40 per bushel. Foreign range form 
$2@82 35, and choice grades of pea are 
firm at $2 30@$2 35. Improved yellow 
eyes have been quiet at $2 80@$2 95, and 
red kidneys sell at $2 25@$3 per bushel. 
Old potatoes have been arriving a little 
more freely, and prices area shade easier, 
but the stock will soon be exhausted, and 
the trade will have to depend upon new 
Southern.

MaINe’s DARIUS GREEN. “If I can rise 
from the coast of France, sail through the air 
across the Channel and drop a half a ton of 
nitroglycerine upon the English city I can 
revolutionize the world. i believe I can do 
it if I live long enough. If I die some one 
will come after me who will be successful 
where I failed.” 

The man who made this prophecy was 
Hiram J. Maxim, of Maine, the famous 
gunmaker. He has built at his workshop, 
near Kent, England, a small flying machine 
with a wooden screw as its motive power. 
Mr. Maxim said to a reporter: 

“Now | am at work on a large machine, 
built of silk and steel, that will do on a 
large scale what the other machine does on 
a smaller scale. We found by experiment 
that one horse power would carry 133 
pounds at a rate of seventy mies an hour. 
We proved also that our screw would easily 
lift forty times as much on a plane it pro- 
pelled as it could push I hive built a mo- 
tor weighing 1800 pounds, and which push- 
es 1900 pounds. It will therefore lift 49,000 
pounds. ‘he weight of my engines, gener- 
ator, condenser, water supply and petro- 
Jeum and of two men is 5000 pounds. So 
you see whet a margin I[ have left.” 

‘What is the size of your jarge machine?” 

* It will be 110 feet wide and 40 feet 
long. It will be propelled by two im- 
mense wooden screws, nearly eighteen 
feet in diameter, looking very mach like 
the screws of ocean steamers, only with 
brosder biades. The steam is generated 
by heating copper by petroleum, and is 
condensed after being used, so that we get 
along with two gallous of water. Tre 
boiler is of finest Whitworth steel, and we 
shall use about forty pounds of petroleum 
an hour.” 

**How sre you going to test the machine?” 
“It will be placed atan angle of about 
one foot in eighteen inches on a railroad 
track twelve feet wide. At thirty miles an 
hour it will barely skim along, the pres- 
sure of the air underneath it beiog then 
equal to one pound for each square foot, or 
just sufficient to lift it. Atthirty-five miles 
an hour it will begin to rise, and as th> 
speed increases it will mount higher and 
higher. When you want to descend you 
will slacken speed, or if you wish to pro- 
ceed in a straight line at a certain heigtt 
you come back to thirty miles an hour. 
It canbe done as sure as fate. I have 
spent $45,000 already upon it, and I did 
not enter upon the work until [ was coa- 
vinced that the idea was practical.” 

“But suppose you should tip over?” 
“Ob, no,” said Mr. Mexim with a laugh. 
“You maybe sure thatthatis one con‘in- 
gency we are bound shall not occur. It 
will be impossible for the mactine to fall 
forward to sink backward, or fall over.”
